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REMARKS 

Claim 4 is amended in order to more particularly point out, and dist nctly claim the subject 
matter which the Applicants regard as their invention. The Applicants rest ectfully submit that no 
new matter has been added. It is believed that mis Amendment is fully tt sponsive to the Office 
Action dated March 17, 2009. 

In the Office Action, each of the Claims 1, and 3/1 were provisior ally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claim 
9 of copending U.S. Patent Application No. 10/585,888. Accordingly, attached herewith is a 
Tesrminal Disclaimer to overcome this rejection. 

In the Office Action, the Abstract was objected to. Accordingly, attached herewith is a 
replacement Abstract. Removal of the objection is respectfully requested. 

In the Office Action, Claim 4 was rejected under 35 U.S.G. § 1 12, see- >nd paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the suaject matter which the 
Applicants regard as the invention. 

Claim 4 has been amended in a manner to overcome the rejection. B emoval of the rejection 
is respectfully requested. 

In the Offioi Action, Claims 2, 3/2, and 5-1 1 were objected to as t eing dependent upon a 
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rej ected base claim, but were indicated as being allowable if rewritten in inde pendent form including 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applican ts respectfully defer the 
rewriting of the claims at this time. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, Claims 1-11, as 
amended, are believed to be patentable and in condition for allowance, whicl action, at an early date, 
is requested.
